The itory about the 
Treaty of Limerick was refuted twenty 
yean since, aud it it too bad to revive it 
now. With respect to the laws pasted 
by Proteatautt agaiott Romanists, there 
are tome of them remtrkablr atrocious, 
and we are sorry that the old leaven of 
Popery should hate been of sufficient 
strength to hare caused such lawa to be 
paused. But it matt be remembered that 
when they were paued there was a Pre- 
tender to the throne, the son of tbe 
monarch whose Roman Catholic bigotry 
bad caused hie expulsion from tbe 
kingdom t that then waa every 
fear a foreign invation i that very 
feetingt prevailed ; that shortly after they 
were paued there wu a rebellion (171S) 
of a very wriout nature ; and that in J 74 S, 
the PanrmBca landed in Scotland, and 
marched aa far at Derby before ha waa 
checked .
